Faculty Approves Change in 


Administrative 
Lawrence 


Policy at 


That administrative committee of 


Lawrence college may use its discre- 
tion In cases of student 
discipline 


where the initiative is taken by some 
responsible student organization, was 
decided by a unanimous vote of the 
faculty at its meeting1 
last Friday. 


Besides this change in the adminis- 
trative policy of the college, the fac- 
/ulty decided that the eight day final 
examination 
schedule which 
was 


adopted at a previous faculty meet- 
ing will be put into 
operation this 


semester. 


The faculty voted, \vithout a word 


of dissent, that the 
administrative 


committee be empowered to use its 
discretion in cases of student discip- 
line. College officials point out that 
whereas in the past there has been 
an automatic 
penalty for specified 


cases of misconduct and the discre- 
tionary powers of the administration 
have entered in only insofar as it 
has been applied in setting the condi- 
tions under which a. student may be 
readmitted, that under the new pol- 
icy the original punishment can be 
so tempered as to fit the case. 


Although 
a number of students' 


have been dismissed during the past 
three years under the system of au- 
tomatic penalty applied, in respect 
to readmission at least, each case 
has been treated more or less on it 
own merit, the 
punishments hav 


varied greatly, 
and but one studen 


has been expelled. 


It is felt that with the initiativi 


coming from some student organiza 
tion, more of the true facts will b< 
known and such being- the case, the 
administration committee will have 
the power to use its discretion in the 
first instance in much the same fash 
ion as it is used at present in set 
ting1 the conditions of readmission. 


The eight day final semester exam 


ination schedule which was to go in 
to. effect next year, was voted to be 
put into operation this 
semester. 


Since it wall limit the number of ex- 
aminations that a student may take 
In one day to a maximum, of two, it 
is believed that this will relieve the 
undergraduate of the strain of pre- 
paring for and writing as many as 
three examinations on the same day 
and give him a better chance to do 
"justice to his studies.

The whole industry has been rapidly 
moving to Canada in recent years and 
eventually it will be necessary to re- 
sort to other parts of the world for 
spruce or its equivalent, unless other 
materials can be substituted. The pos- 
sibilities of chemistry in this day and 
age are so great that it seems altogeth- 
er probable ways will be devised for 
the- use of such ingredients as Sena- 
tor Schall has in mind in the demon- 
strating plants he would erect. We be- 
lieve this bill is entitled to the serious 
consideration of congress and that its 
potentialities are so important that it 
would be well worth while to make 
the experiments outlined.

INAUGURATED 


Although accomplished under some 


difficulties, air mail has been inaugu- 
rated between the Fox River Valley 
anu the outside world. It is unfortu- 
nate that weather interfered with the 
public demonstrations planned along 
the route, but that is a matter of rela- 
tively small importance. 
The chief 


thing is that we now have air mail ser- 
vice. For a time it is likely that this 
service will not be utilized as exten- 
sively as it should be. Business houses 
as well as-the individual will not im- 
mediately sense the full value of send- 
ing letters and merchandise by this 
method of transportation, but appreci- 
ation will grow. Anything which is 
new has to feel its way. In time this 
community, like all others which 
have-preceded it, will get the air mail 
habit, so to speak. 
It will think in 


terms of air mail delivery, which it 
will not so easily do at the beginning. 


Those commercially more enterpris- 


ing will see immediately the benefits, 
and will make a study of just how 
much time can be saved in reaching 
every corner of the country, and those 
sections with which they constantly 
deal With others, the fact that New 
York can be reached the 
following 


morning and the Pacific coast the sec- 
ond morning out 
of Appleton will 


not mean so much at the start, but in 
due time everyone will grasp the ad- 
vantages of the service and will use it 
more and more extensively. In other 
words, planes for a time will not carry 
the maximum volume of mail that 
should be sent by this agency, but the 
volume will grow and ultimately it 
will attain more nearly 100 per cent. 
We solicit a careful study of this new 
air mail service by all commercial es- 
tablishments and by the public gener- 
ally. The postage rate is low, five cents 
an ounce to any part of the country. 
Merchandise rates are corresponding- 
ly low. Let us get the air mail habit in- 
Appleton as soon as possible and 
show that we are as enterprising as 
the government and the carriers them- 
selves.

In 
a way, to blame for the tremendous 
inflation of liver prices, too, for the 
choicest liver was still far below 
other choice meat in cost when the 
doctors announced the discovery that 
this heretofore rather despised and 
unappreciated article of diet would 
cure 
severe 
anemia, 
pernicious 


anemia, a disease for which no ef- 
fective remedy had been found. 


Enough experience has accumulat- 


ed now to warrant the confident as- 
sertion that the victim of pernicious 
anemia, if taken In time, may be 
restored to a practically normal de- 
gree of health and kept well by a 
reasonable adherence to the regular 
use of liver In his diet Experience, 
on the other hand, does not warrant 
*the inference that liver is a cure- 
all for anemia of the ordinary kind, 
secondary anemia, the weakening of 
the blood that occurs In innumerable 
disease conditions and from innum- 
erable forms of poisoning. Of course 
the use of a liberal quantity of liver 
in the diet is not harmful for one 
with secondary"-anemia, as a rule, 
but one must not Infer that because 
the eating- of liver cures a primary 
anemia It will likewise do good in 
secondary anemias. 


For the average pernicious anemia 


patient, without complications, 
a 


suitable ration is one-half pound of 
beef, calfs or any other liver daily. 
It may be taken raw and finely 
ground, say In cocktail, or It may be 
cooked In any way the patient pre- 
fers. 
The active principle Is soluble In 


water, so that any liquid used In 
cooking the liver should be added to 
the patient's does or helping. If 
there Is any repugnance for eating 
liver, or If the patient tires of it 
then the remedy may be still ad- 
ministered In the form of hver ex- 
tract from thr^e to six vials 
•which represent the medical value of 
the half pound of liver, and this is 
taken in water or other beverage 
once daily 
For very sick patients the larger 


doses are advisable. There Is no evl 
dence that any harm is done If the 
patient takes a quantity of liver 
equivalent to several days' supply 
one time. Indeed, some patients pre- 
fer to take a larger quantity at 
longer Intervals. 


A pernicious anemia patient who 


recovers health 
by eating 


must remain faithful to liver for 
the remainder of his life, as far as 
present knowledge 
goes. If 


ceases using iiver in his diet his ane- 
mia Is likely to recur. The per 
nlclous anemia patient evidently 
lacks something that liver provides. 
No one knows as yet Just what 1 
is that Is lacking. 


In pernicious anemia wefl advance* 


the patient's appetite and digestion 
fail. It has been found in many 
cases that the appetite comes bac* 
often with rather dramatic abrupt 
ness, soon after the patient begin 
to take liver. Perhaps the extremely 
in patient suddenly sits up in bet 
and calls for food that has been re 
fussed or taken only under persua 
si cm.

Temper 
perhaps contributed to 


the

achieved in his native city of Chi- 
cago during the World's Fair of 
1893 
as a. 20-year-old boxer 
and 


sprinter of the Olympic club of San- 
Francisco. This knockout record, he 
&ays, still stands. 


But it was temper, and temper 


alone, that made him barge 
into 


politics. He remained in Chicago, as 
a building contractor, and eventu- 
ally an apartment 
house 
owner, 


with no thought of seeking public 
office until 1908. 


"Then," he explains, 
"the 
city 


council wouldn't fix the street in 
front of my apartment house, so I 
got mad. I decided to get into the 
council myself. I did—and I got the 
street fixed, too." 


Incidentally, he proposed the first 


ordinance in Chicago for 
railroad 


electrification of a tube under the 
Chicago rn-er connecting the north 
and south sides of the city by 
a 


lakeshire drive. 


In 1912 Britten decided to win a 


seat in Congress. He did, and has 
held it since, usually without seri- 
ous trouble at election time. 


For his special preference for nav- 


al affairs be has no very clear ex- 
planation. Perhaps, he says, it was 
an inheritance from his San Fran- 
cisco tidewater education; perhaps 
the Great Lakes Naval Training 
station figured in his political cal- 
culations, or the lake-to-ocean ship 
canal controversy of which Chicago 
is a center.

FORMED AT SHIOCTON

1,762.2 Bushels on 10- 
Acre Field 


Wafeliington, D. C.—For the fourth 


consecutive year Ira C. Marshall, of 
Ada, Hardin-co, O., has set a new 
world's record yield for corn grown 
on a ten-acre, field, according to 
word received by the National Fer- 
tilizer association In Washington, 
This year's'yield, according to offi- 
cial weights and field measurements 
by officials of the Ohio State uni- 
versity extension service, is 176.22 
bushels per acre, or seven and one- 
half bushels over his 1927 yield. 


Marshall first attracted 
nation- 


wide attention in 1925 when he grew 
160 bushels per acre on a ten-acre 
field. In 1926 his yield was 168.6 
bushels; in 
1927, 157.77 - bushels; 


and this year slightly more than 172 
bushels. This makes an average for 
the four years of 164.6 bushels per 
acre. 


The soil on which Marshall grows 


his big yields is a black drained soil, 
almost muck; he usually plows under 
a sweet clover or alfalfa 
sod and 


makes a broadcast application of 
mineral fertilizer followed by a com- 
plete mixture with the corn planter 
attachment at planting time." He 
plants his corn-33 inches apart In 
34-inch rows, using adapted seed of 
a high-yielding variety selected from 
his own fields the preceding year. 
After the corn is a few inches high 
he top-dresses with nitrate of soda 
and cultivates only often enough to 
keep the weeds down.
